may be assumed that tha supremacy of tho 
North is, or ‘at least will be within 
brief period, undisputed by any military

Dismissing for the moment 
the consideration of the possibility of the 
war being still waged by tho Confederate 
Chiefs in the Western States, or in the re- 
gion which lies Leyond the Mississippi, tbe 
fact of the greater portion of the Con- 
federacy being brought under the do- 
minion of the established Government 
will bo relied upon by tho Jaiter as 
having divested the Southern insurrection of 
that character with which not only forcign 
States invested it, but which the Government 
at Washington were compelled to acknow= 
Jedgo that it possessed. ‘Tho course pursued 
Ly the maritime Powers of Europe, go soon 
as they found that the Confederate leaders 
Were in a position to offer _an organised 
sistance to the North, is well known, and has 
Hover needed justification. Though unpre- 
pared to acknowledge tho independence of 
the Southern Confederacy, they admitted its 
belligerent character, and accorded to its 
cruisers tho same privileges which were 
Branted to those of the officially recognized 
Government of the North. Hada different 
course been pursued, the effect would have 
been that, under the specious guise of neu- 
tralily, the entire power of the maritime 
States of Europe would have been directed 
against the Southern navy, and the ships 
which composed it, being treated as pirates, 
would baye been refused an asylum in every 
neutral port, and might have been hunted 
down by every neutral ship. In the presence 
of recent events it is, however, urged by the 
Federal Government that the belligerent 
cbaracter hitherto accorded to the South 
cannot justly be claimed by the latter, and 
should no longer be conceded to it by fo- 
Teign Powers. On thispoint we may say that, 
however decisive may be tho victories recently 
achieved by the North in Virginia, and however 
important their consequences, the Federal 
Government are premature in demanding, as 
of right, that the belligerent character of the 
South should be disallowed. The maritime

La Marmora 
visited Rome. Not long ago Italian troops 
obtained permission to cross the Papal fron- 
tior in pursuit of brigands. Now, Pio Nono, 
with his own band, bas written to the King 
of Italy, and the King of Italy, ready enough 
to meet the overture, has sent Signor Ve- 
gezzi ona ‘‘ mission” to Rome. Whether 
talian statesman has gone to the ancient 
city to open nogociations concerning the 
nomination and appointment of bishops, or 
concerning the transfer of part of the Papal 
debt to the Italian Budget, or to discuss a 
general scheme of reconciliation, matters 
little. ‘The fact to be noted is that Rompe 
at length in direct communicatio 
Italian Government.

But even the Ghurch of Romo has 
been obliged before this to accommodate its 
theory to its neceasitie: ‘Therefore it is not 
impossible that out of the mission of Signor 
Vegezzi some arrangement muy come which 
will alter materially the political condition of 
Italy. That mission, it is eaid on respectable 
authority, relates solely to the episcopal 
question; and'that the sole motive of the 
Popo is anxiety for the interests of religion.

cession. This proposal, it is true, might 
be taken as the basis of a transaction or com- 
promise ; but in its published form it implies 
too distinctly the non-recognition of tho King, 
tobe acceptable. It is, however, worth re= 
marking, that in the proposal, as it stands; 
the Pope abandons his\ non possumus, except 
ay regards tho old Pontifical States, for he ia 
Fepresented as heing willing to submit his 
claims to arbitrators. These aro speculations 
which profit little. ‘The main point is that 
the Popo feels tho necessity of adapting him= 
Self to the new facts around him, and had 
taken step towards establishing 
friendly tween the Court of Rome 
and the f Italy.

THE DOWNFALL OF THE SOUTI.—Tho 
part which England has played in the awful 
drama just Closed on the other side of the 
Aulantic adds a tenfold bitterness to the Brief 
With which we regard its deplorable catas= 
tropho. Every generous heart must be wrung 
in witnessing tho death-agony of a gallant 
nation ; but we, its nearest kinsmen, whose 
supineness permitted, whoss policy furthered 
aud hastened its destruction, have to bear 
not only the pang. of sorrow, but the woree 
tortures of self-reproach. Eogland bas cast 
Away the noblest opportunity, and been ac- 
cessory to the greatest crime that modern 
history records. A single despatch, a single 
stroke of the pen, requiring no more than the 
commonest foresight, and the most ordinary 
courage, would have enabled her to deserve 
the gratitude of generations yet unborn. 
without a blow, to establish in tho New 
World that international balance of power 
without which neither peace nor liberty is 
possible. She might havo given independ- 
enca to the South; haye stayed the carnago 
of the war; have made Canada safe for 
ever; havo secured a firm, loyal, and 
powerful ally; have secured against di 
turbance and interruption the hopeful and ge- 
merous experiment by which Franco is endea— 
Youring to restore order and peace to Mexico, 
and to save the resources of that mag- 
nificent country for'commerce and for civ 
sation—all this sue might baye done without 
overstepping by a hair's breadth the duty of 
neutrals and the Jaw of nations; and there 
was not found in England a staleeman who 
had the courage to seize the glorious oppor= 
tunity. Worse than this, the men to whose 
fecble and unworthy hands her great power 
and vast responsibilities were entrusted Dot 
only shrank from casting her moral weight 
into the scale of justice, order, and. civilisa- 
tion, but they lent ber aid to the champions 
of tyranny within the Union and of anarchy 
abroad. The gavo grudgingly to the South, 
in herstruggle for her own independence, for 
the safety of our colonics and the peaco of the 
American continent, a limited share of belli- 
Gerent rights; but thry seized her unarmed 
ships in our harbours, they drove her cruisors 
forth froof our colonial ports, they harassed 
her withhampering and yexations démani 
2 allowed her enemy to reeruit in 
Ireland, to blockade our seaports, and to exe 
eed the utmost latitude of belligerent privi- 
Joges in order to intercept the trade of the 
Confederates. How different, might tho 
fortunes of the war haye proved, had England 

been honestly neutral, Grant even that 
sbehad seized the Alabama and the Flo~ 
rida, what would this haye signified, if 
tho had stopped Federal recruiting in Ire- 
Innd, and insisted that her exa ple should 
bo loyally followed on the Continent? Had 
she taken stringent measures to prevent the 
emigration of recruits to the North, a sho 
Stopped the supply of a favy to the South, 
tho Federal armies would have been weak- 
ened by more men than Grant and Sherman 
now command, and thus tho North would 
have Jost that fatal, that Unjust advantage by 
which the South has been crushed.

‘THE COCK-FIGHTING CASE.—It is little 
more than a century since Hogarth publisher 
his picture of tho ‘Cockpit at Westminster,” 
and itis less than half that time since an 
illustrated work professing to exhibit the 
diversions of life in London appeared with a 
highly coloured representation of a similar 
placo ofamusement. In both cases it was a 
Renuine institution of the country which was 
thus recorded—not an accidental spectacle or 
curious device, but a well-known and fami- 
liar sport, national in ils prevalence and by 
no means objectionable in its character. It 
‘was one of those pastimes which generally in 
volved gambling, and perhaps led the way to 
bad company and evil courses, but except for 
that incidental drawback it was not looked 
upon with disapproyal. Steady young men 
would be warned against Cockpits, but only 
as they would be warned against racing 
booths or billiard-rooms. A single genera 
tion, however, has seen a marked change 
come over public opinion. ‘“ Gocking" is now

THE EMPERON’S JOURNEY TO ALGERIA.— 
The visit of the French Emperor to Alger 
is the great topic of the hour at Paris, andis 
becoming a subject of interestin England. 
Napoleon, travelling into the East—not the 
geographical East, but the region of Eastern 
costumes, religions, and manners; of Eastern 
fruits and wares, of motley populations and 
many languoges, will find himself startled, 
perhaps, by his close proximity to the coun- 
try of the Arab, the Kabylie, the Turk, tho 
Maltese boatman, the Minorca Jabourer, and 
those strange German ond Italian colonies 
over which he and bis predecessor have 
reigned so lopg without enjoying a glimpse 
of them. He will see now where the original 
Zouave was bred, where the call of the 
muezzin is drowned by the rattle of regi 
mental drums; and ‘‘Algiers the Warlike, 
the Pirate's daughter'—onco described as a 
combination of Manchester and Morocco— 
will exhibit to bim its contrasts of cupola 
and minaret, palm trees and terraced roofs, 
with lighthouse, mole, and barrack; of Cor- 
dovan pillar and Saracen arch, with Parisian 
omnibuses, itinerant bootcleaners, and, in 
fact, a wondrovs macquerado, made up 
of the old and the new. There has been 
an infinite amount of criticism upon the 
ithas at times been extended and sustained 
by a ferocious ure of power, for which we 
must in justice add the Emperor is not ré- 
sponsible ; but the general result is that a 
large tract of Africa—the mystery and per= 
plexity of the world in all ages—is rapidly 
approaching to a state of civilisation. The 
Sahel, once eavege and arid, is a picture of 
comfort and cultivation ; the vast campagna 
beyond, which flourished under the Arab:

Prospers once more under French rule, a

It will bo for the Emperor to con- 
sider how he can reclaim the alill existing de~ 
solations, wide in extent, where the Bedovins 
encamp in their black tents with their flocks, 
and where, bereand there, a Moorish village 
and a fortified postare the only signsof human 
life. We are far from agreeing with those 
who regard Algeria merely a5 an immense 
camp, holding down aation by force of 
arms. It has cost France much, no doubt, 
in blood and treasure, and for maby years it 
made no profitable return to the official or 
national treasury ; but the fruits are now be- 
ginning to appear, and against heavy Alge- 


of a valuable commerce by land and sea. 
We must bear in mind that France did not 
enter Algeria and perceive a condition of 
“' inexhaustible fertility.” It is no less an 
error to assert this than it is to speak of the 
whole department as oyerspread and dis= 
figured by ruins and jungles. ‘The truth ig, 
that steady and useful progress has been 
made in a quarter of the globe where pro- 
Gress is more difficult, ond where disappoint- 
ment is more certain, than in.any other. A 
territory, six hundred miles in length, and 
between two or three hundred in depth, 
wasted by a thousand conflicts, de- 
vastated by successive invasions, with, 
during a century, the pirate in ils 
ports, and, during a century and a 
half, the brigand| supreme among 
its mountains, could not expect to recover 
swiftly from its Vandal state, even bad ite 
conquest by a Christin Power been rapid or 
upresisted. But France has had to encoun- 
ter, in Northern Africa, extraordinary em- 
barrasements, and nations cdnnot civilise 
rapidly while they are fighting. Five and 
thirty years have elapsed -since the French 
invaded Northern Africa, and yet the sub- 
jpgated Jand bas already been ruled by three 
dynasties. The first monarch, however, who 
has undertaken to survey the dominions thus 
acquired is Napoleon III, and we venture to 
affirm that ho will witness a state of things 
utterly different from that which prevailed 
Diva b wy 
Dey on the faco with a fan, and Prince Po- 
lignac was thereby exasperated, It will bo 
remembered that, at the Exhibition of 1851, 
the Algerian trophy was among the mast 
conspicuous of any—with its display of fruits 
and ears of corn, of wheat, oats, rye, millet, 
rice, barley, and maize; its apples, 
pears, and oranges, dates, lemons, 
and citrons, colton, hemp, and superb 
oroamental timber, besides other pro- 
ductions countless. These, which in the 
early part of the century ran waste or were 
not cultivated at all, now enter largely into 
the trade of Burope, Moreover, the Arab is 
the only real shepberdion the earth. He 
shears merino wool in Algeria equal to that 
of Spain. He is Chinese in bis aptitude for 
rearing silkworms and spinning silk. He is 
Persian jn his enterprises among the coral 
reefs; and this industry, branching in a 
hundred different directions, has been deve- 
loped into new vigour by the fostering in- 
fluence of French policy. “Literally and ma- 
terially, the province seems of incalculable 
importance to the Empire. The days aro

Nationally, this may be of no great import= 
ance, but France, like other countries, wants 
outlets, and if a great Algerian population, 
governed by the strength and tho mercy of a 
civilised power, can ba maintained in pros- 
perity, what rearon bas apy nation to be 
jealous? Tho English assuredly are not. 
They will observe with deep interest the pro- 
Rress of the Emperor Napoleon through bis 
African dominions, wherein, wo repeat, 
much more and much better than a mere 
military organisation has been established.

Garrisons which vphold the Imperialauthority 
Keep the prace at tho same time, and protect 
the industrious classes against marauders.

Wo, in the south of 
the continent, have had our long series of 
Kalfir, as the French bayo had their Kabylie,

As 
there was an outery against Constance and 
William mainly on account of some suppored 
dislike of these young people to their 
infant half-brother, tho investigations of tho 
detectiva Whicher were mainly directed 
against them. William was soon absolved, 
but Whicher thought that ho had discovered. 
‘an important piece of evidence against Con- 
stance, The laundress asserted that one of 
this young lady's nightdresses was missing ; 
that a day or two after the murder sho had 
received it with the rest of the linen for the 
wash ; that ehe had put it into tho basket, 
that Constance had sent her out of the way 
fora moment, and that when she got homo 
with the baskot the nightdress was missing. 
This story was in iteelf a lame one, 
for the laundresa said she remembered’ 
feeing tho garment, and that there 
was nothing unusual about it—a cir 
cumstance which, if true, would take 
away from Constance any motive for conceal-

THE ROAD MURDER.—The proverb 
“Murder willout" has often been discre- 
dited in our time by the lasting myslery 
which has enveloped great crimes, but an 
event has now occurred which will recall it 
toevery mind. The “Road Murder,” that. 
dark deed which filled the country with 
amazement and painful curiosity fivo years 
ago, and the incidents of which were studied 
as a dreadfully fascinating problem in every 
household, seems now likely to receive a full 
explanation. Yesterday Miss Constance Emily 
Kent, one of ‘the unfortunate family, and a 
young lady only 21 years of age, surrendered 
at Bow-street and made a voluntary confes- 
sion of the crime. She entered into po 

Thy the amagistrate had 
no jurisdiction except to send the case 
to be investigated in Wiltshire, be made 
no inquiries save as to the genuineness 
and the freedom of the confession, All, 
therefore, we know is that Constance Kent, 
who was the first object of suspicion on tho 
discovery of the crime, now declares tbat 
she, and ehe alone, was guilty, and that the 
murder of the child Francis Saville Kent, 
which brought suspicion on more than one 
head and wrought such misery to an entire 
household, was ber own unaided work. 
Although the circumstances were so long 
discussed and were examined with such wi- 
nuteness at the time, yet as five! years have 
elapsed a short summary of them may be ac 
ceptable. At Road-house, in Wiltshire, 
lived Mr. Kent, an inepector of factories. Ho 
had been twico married. , His family by tho 
first wife consisted of three datghters and a 
fon, the two élder daughters being grown- 
up young women, and the’ third—Cohstanee 
=a girlof 16; the son Williom was about 
15, By the second wife he had three chil- 
dren; a daughter five years old; a son— 
Francis Saville Kent—nearly four years old, 
and another daughter still younger. On 
the nightof the 29th of June, 1860, the in= 
mates of the house were Mr. and Mrs, Kent, 
the seyen children we have mentioned, and 


Elizabeth Gough, wie nurse, Daring that 
night the child Francis was taken out of bis 
cot, strangled, stabbed, his throat was cut, 
and bis body, wrapped in a blanket which 
had been drawn out from over him, 


was thrown down a privy. belong- 
ing to the house. From ‘that timo 
until yesterday it has been a profound mys- 
tery who committed the deed. All thes! 
pergeverance, and acuteness which justi 
could employ for the detection of thé crimo 
were baffled completely. So wholly did 
every clue which might lead to the truth fail, 
that the public was reduced to deal in vague 
suspicions which it now seems were most un- 
just and cruel. ‘But when the details of the 
matter are considerd, we cannot wonder 
either that popular excitement in the neigh- 
bourhood should hays reached almost to 
frenzy, orthat both the unbappy father and 
the nurse should have been the objects of un- 
deserved indignation, It was impossible to be- 
lieve but that the murder was committed by 
onein the house. Evidence was, indeed, given 
respecting the opening of a drawing-room 
window, but what possible inducement could 
there bo fora stranger to penetrate into a 
dwelling-house merely for the sake of de- 
stroying an unoffending infant? Of the: 
twelve persons, then, who were in the ho 
which was the murderer’? The disposition 
of the bedrooms was as follows: on the first 
floor alept Mr. and Mrs. Kent, with the eldest 


by himself; on the second floor, the two 
grown-up daughters slept together, Constance 
ina room by herself, William ina room by 
himself, and the rook and housemaid in an= 
other room. The nurse, then, was in tho 
Closest relation with the murdered child 
during the night; but it was possible that 
oy other member of the family might have 
entered the room and made away with him 
while sha slept. Early in the morning the 
nurse, according to her own statement, 
misted the child, but thought that his mother 
might have come in and taken him away to 
her own room, especially as he bad been un= 
well and bad taken some medicine the night 


About half-past 7 o'clock she 
Koocked a} her mistress’s door and inquired 
about tho child, and when it appeared that 
he wasnot there.the alarm was given and 
search was made.

Tt is enough to say that nothing at 
all was substantiated against Constance Kent, 
who was shortly released. Suspicion then 
fell on the nurse, and there were not wanting 
thore who eet up a theory which involved 
even the father of the child in the guilt of 
tho murder. Tho Coroner's inquest did not 
satisfy the public, and the Coroner was loudly 
blamed. The charge against Constance fell 
to-the ground, and the Detective was 
scarcely lees censured for the recklessness of 
his proceedings. The third investigation was 
equally futile. ‘Much was sdid of the impos- 
sibility of the child being taken from the 
room without the knowledge of the nurse, 
and of the conduct of that woman in not giv- 
ing an earlier alarm. The driving of Mr. 
Kent to Trowbridge while the search was 
Boing on was also dwelt upon, as if it had 
given him tho opportunity of secroting soma 
murderous weapon. But these were evi- 
dently circumstances which could give rise to 
no more than vague suspicions, and the 
inquiry terminated without any more 
light having been cast on tho deed. 
Slowly the public curiosity subsi 
but not without that feoling of dic 
appointment which follows the unsuccessful 
attempt to penetrate a mystery. The Kent 
family broke up their establishment, and 
quitted the neighbourhood. Tho ‘Road 
Murder remained one of the strangest among 
the romances of crime. Few thought that 
the secret would ever bo divulged. It might 
figure a hundred years benca as a story un= 
equalled for ghastly attractiveness, and exer= 
ciso the ingenuity of our great-grandchildren, 
asitdid our own, But now, unless an in- 
cidentieven more strange has taken place, 
we know the murderess.- Miss Constance 
Kent come two years ago joined a society of 
religious ladies at Brighton, and bas made a 
voluntary statement to Mr. Arthur Wagoer, 
the well-known clergyman of that place. Mr. 
‘Wagner declares that he used no such i 
fluence as the receivers of auricular confes- 
sions are gomelimes accused.of exercising on 
their female devotees.

IMPORTANT FROM AMERICA. 
ASSASSINATION OF PRESIDENT LINCOLN. 
—A terrible piece of intelligence has arrived, 
of a nature to excite the utmost indignation 
and regret. Tho subjoined telegraphic de- 
spatch bas been received :— 

“ London, 26th.—Advices from New York 
to the evening of the 15th havo arrived by 
the Nova Scotian. The intelligence brought 
is most dreadful. The night before, as.Mr. 
Lincoln was at the theatre, a man named 
Wilkes Booth got into the box and shot him 
from behind with a pistol. Another assas- 
sin, Edwin’ Booth, brother of the preceding, 
at about the samo time entered the house of 
Mr. Seward, who was ill andin bed, and 

ard, Mv. Frederick 
Seward, son of the Minister, having entered 
the room was likewise attacked and stabbed, 
This last-mentioned is dead, and no hopes 
are entertained of waving tho father. Gene- 
ral Grant was to havo been at tho theatra the 
samo evening, but changed his mind. Those 
murders had been devised for several weeks 
before. Mr. Lincoln died the next morning, 
Wilkes Booth, after baving perpetrated tha 
crime, shouted out Sic semper (yrannis 1 
(Such be always the fate of tyrants !) General 
Stanton, Secretary fot the War Department, 
was also to be assassinated. Both the Booths 
were notorious for being ultra-secessionists, 
Tho stupor and grief of the general public 
aro extreme: New York is all in mourning. 
The Booth who murdered Mr. Lincoln has 
been arrested, Mr. Andraw Johnston, 
Vice-President of the United States and 
President of tho Senate, being by the Con- 
stitution called on to eucceed Mr, Lincoln, 
has taken up his residence at the White 
House, and assumed the direction of affairs."’ 

“London, 26th, Evening.—Accounts from 
America state that Mr, Jefferson Davis in a 
Proclamation from Danville, dated April 6, 
aud consequently anterior to the capitulation 
of Lee, declares that he is determined to 
continue the war.

The Legislative Body sat yesterday, M. 
Schneider in the chair. A bill was presented 
to effect modifications in the supplements of 
credits in the Budget of 1865. Reports on 
local ‘bills were presented, and a number of 
auch measures adopted. The Chamber then 
adjourned without any day being fixed for the 
next sitting. 

The Constitulionnel considers the new cir- 
cular of the Minister of the Interior as the 
companion document of that which eojoins 
the prefects to vieit the various parts of their 
department within a stated time. The two, 
it thinks, should be taken together to arrive 
at their full bearing. Our contemporary's 
observations run thus 

“The obligation imposed upon tho prefects 
and sub-preftots to visit the various populations 
within thelr jurisdiction, and to examins affairs 
on the spot, evideotly increases the duties of 
those functiovaries. Undoubtedly railways 
facilitate journeys, but the telegraph travols 
quicker g¥jasand it will be allowed that io the 
Greatest number of cases the best ogent is that 
eleciric lino which conveys tho question and re- 
tures the enswor io a few mioutes. Under a 
Goveroment such as that as France has given 
herself, with a Sovoreiga who watches over the 
imtorests of all, it 1s important that (bara should 
be no time lost, that the transaction of busigess 
should not be delayed, and that nobody should 
bo ablo to assert that justice was too far off. It 
was the custom for a long time to say, and not 
without reason, that the French Administration 
Wrote {oo much, and that Franca was a red 
tape monarchy. Tho measures (aken by the 
Emporor’s Government baye changed that siate 
of things, ond, in this respect, os In all otbers, 
progress under Napoleon III. bas beon substi- 
tuled for routine. But it must not be possible 
to accuse the bigher functionaries of losing in 
Jourarys tbe ime which they formerly lost in 
useless correspondence. Tha new circular of ibe 
Minister of the Interior, coming ¢0 closely after 
that wBfch was published a few days ego, is 
alike favourable 10 the authority of the prefects, 
who will absent themselves less easily, aod to 
the intorests of the populations, which will be 
more closely ovarlooke 

Under the title of “ Credit Mutuel," the 
Presse strongly advocates a system which has 
of late years been acted on in Paris among 
the working classes with good results. The 
following extract will give an idea of the 
plan :—

Such is, in its simplicity, 
tho theory of mutual oredit. “During the last 
seven or eight years several socioties of that 
kind have been formed under those conditions, 
and allhava prospered. Ono of tho first esta- 
blished, and which dates from 1857, published 
in 1860 the bistory of ils foundation and develop. 
ment. Itis a copper (uroer, named Davaud, 
who relates with much originality the instruc- 
tive commencement of that sociaty. We believe 
that tho narrative contains a lesson wortby of 
being meditated on by all workmen, and wo 
therefore reproduce it. Nine workmen assembled 
together and decided on forming a capital to be 
lent mutually to,each other, They immediately 
subsctibed one franc each. | When the payments 
had amounted to 100/r., (hat sum was lent on 
the security of bill for 5Ofr. at (wo months, 
and another at thres months. The fuads 
which were thus exhausted by this loan, 
were soon again made up by tha woekly payments 
and the interest. ‘The idea had made proselytes, 
and in a sbort timo the members who, at the 
commencement, had been nine in number only, 
bad Increased to thirty. In less than threo 
years, by the regular working of this little so- 
cloty, the mombers, with « capital of from 1,200 
feanes to 1,500fr., had rondered services to the 
amount of 20,000fr.
